EMBOFFS SEVERAL TIMES, MOST RECENTLY ON JUNE 3, THAT MOST 
IMPORTANT BILATERAL TRADE ISSUE BETWEEN HAITI AND U.S. IS 
INADEQUACY OF QUOTAS PROVIDED FOR HAITI, BOTH IN THE BILATERAL 
AGREEMENT ON COTTON TEXTILES AND IN THE NEW SUGAR LEGISLATION.
